before us in its pages. 
Results First of all, the World's Evangelical Alliance has made no change 
in its doctrinal position, or in its duty towards God and man. It

in practical service, whatever their external denominational position 

thay be. 

There have been — D9. 0 openings for activity during the past year, and the Alliance 
has not been slow to seize its opportunities. Its practical work is progressing very rapidly 
throughout the length and breadth of the world. 

Then, as if to signalise the fact that we have progressed, we have entered upon our new 
Headquarters and now occupy 19, Russell Square, where we bid welcome to our home and 
foreign friends whenever they may call there in connection with the work. I may say 
that there is no debt in regard to the entrance upon our new home, but, at the same time, 
our special funds for furnishing and equipment are 
exhausted, and there are still several articles of 
necessary furniture that we require, and for which 
we are looking to our friends. 

Then we have had a considerable addition to our 
Membership, and we are grateful for that. But we 
are very desirous, considering the openings now 
before the Alliance, that many may pledge them- 
selves to endeavour during the next six months to 
increase the number of members as the result of 
their personal labours. We therefore intend to ask 
all the Members if they will each undertake to 
obtain at least half-a-dozen new Members during 
the next six months. 

We turn to prectical work on which we have 
been engaged, contentious in some cases, but at the 
same time necessary; because we are placed in a 
peculiarly difficult position on account of the

I have just had handed to me a letter 
from the Bishop of Manchester addressed 
to the General Secretary, in which Bishop 
Knox makes a splendid protest against the 
fact that the Decree Ne Temere has 
been enforced in this land. He writes :-—

Dear Sir,—I am much obliged to you for 
the Report of your Imperial Meeting of 

Protest in the matter of the Ne Temere 

Decree. It is evidently a document that 

deserves to be widely read. The Roman 

Church is more than a religious organisa- 

tion. It is a world „ with definite 

views of worldly aggrandisement hostile to 
the welfare of Protestant nations.

We are determined jo continue our 
protests, if necessary, to the Government, 
the Imperial Parliament, and throughout 
the Empire, until action has been taken to 
rid our land of the evil effects of the Decree 
and the cruel injustice that it is inflicting 
upon British homes. 

The Report brings before you the subject 
of the Week of Prayer, and thankfully 
recognises the remarkable way in which its 
observance is being carried out throughout 
the world. We have splendid illustrations 
given to us from different countries, Ger- 
many and elsewhere, but a special one from 
Canada, where the Bishop of Saskatchewan 
kindly took his part with Christians of 
other denominations, and shared their 
prayers at gatherings in connection with 
the Week of Prayer held in his Cathedral 
City of Prince Albert. Though members 
of different religious bodies, they were able 
to meet under the one great Head of the 
Church, Jesus Christ Himself, and God 
commanded His blessing abundantly. 

The Report with other matters of 
vital importance. Alliance has taken 
action with regard to the Putumayo borrors 
and has heartily supported the establish- 
ment of a Protestant Mission in that region. 
It was a grave mistake, as we think, that 
an appeal, extending to over a column, 
was inserted in The Times on behalf of a 
Roman Catholic Mission, and persisting 
that only a Roman Catholic Mission could 
be established in the Putumayo district of 
Peru. A Resolution on this subject appears 


in the Report. 


We recognise thankfully that there has 
been much advance in Religions Liberty, 
especially in Spain. Im response to our 
representations and appeals the King of 
Spain has issued a Royal Order promising 
an extension of religious liberty to soldiers, 
marines, and others connected with the 
official life of the country. A young 
Spanish recruit, named Pablo Fernandez, 
was imprisoned because he would not 
kneel before the Host when elevated. The 
Alliance appealed on his behalf, and the 
King promulgated an Order that soldiers 
and sailors and other officials need not 
be compelled to perform acts which are 
contrary to their religious convictions. 

We pass on to speak of the way in which 
we are secking to win the Moslems to the 
Gospel of Christ. A call to prayer on 
behalf of the Moslem world was sent out. 
There was a world-wide response to the 
call; no less than 12,000 copies of it being 
applied for and obtained from the London 
office. 

Then, again, there has been the insistence 


on the part of the Alliance as to the right 


of all to Sunday rest, and the duty of 
Sunday observance. The Council of the 
Alliance sent out an earnest appeal on the 
subject, especially to the managers of 
Theatres and Picture Palaces, and I am 
thankful to know that those engaged in the 
work of Theatres are beginning to recognise 
the absolute need of their working people 
for one day's rest in seven, and we hope 
that this fact will carry weight through the 
world. 

A very cordial reception has been given 
to those who during the year have repre- 
sented the British Organisation in foreign 
lands on deputation work. We thankfully 
recognise the cordial relations existing 
between the British Organisation and the 
Foreign Branches. 

And now, let me ask, are things to be 
carried on yet more comprehensively and 
powerfully in the future than in the past? 
It lies with you. We send out this Report 
and ask: Will you help us; will you help 
to obtain new Members; will you give 
your money to allow the Alliance to make 
advances and grasp opportunities which are 
offering themselves on every hand? We 
look for your warm and whole-hearted 
response. I-commend the Report to you, 
and I am quite sure you will all be 
much profited if you devote an hour to 
its prayerful consideration.

The Annual —The report of 
our Aundal Meetings, and the interesting 
gathering held subsequently at No. 19, 
Russell Square, for the purpose of dedica- 
ting the new Alliance House to the glory 
and praise of God, will be read with in- 
terest by all. It is not blowing our own 
trumpet to say that the Annual Public 
Meeting, held in the King's Hall (Holborn 
Restaurant), was one of the most success- 
ful of the year; as it was certainly one of 
the largest and most successful meetings 
in the history of the Alliance. The 
King's Hall was almost completely filled, 
and the interest of all was held to the 
close of the meeting. The fact that a 
wider field of membership is now open 
to the Alliance; the present satisfactory 
results from the long-continued efforts 
of the Evangelical Alliance on behalf 
of Christian Union and Co-operation; and 
the removal of our offices and work from 
the dingy quarters in Adam Street to the 
spacious and attractive home in Russell 
Square, all contributed to the interest mani- 
fested. A newspaper report of the proceed- 
ings mentions also the fact that gratitude is 
felt to the World's Evangelical Alliance for 
its statesmanlike handling of the decree 

Ne Temere, atid for the part it has taken 
in focussing the attention of Churches and 
citizens throughout the British Empire to 
the menace which the decree sets up against 
British laws and liberties. 

Dr. Campbell Morgan's address will take 
its place as one of the finest speeches given 
at the May Meetings of 1913. It should 
have the widest possible circulation, and we 
should be glad to hear from friends who, 
after reading it, might wish to help in 
circulating it over a wider area than even 
the pages of this widely circulated magazine 
affords.

We wish we 
could publish the whole letter, but in one 
paragraph the writer says: The Roman 
Catholic Church in Peru and the neigh- 
bouring countries has fought with all her 
influence against every manifestation of 
Protestant life there, denying the right to 
Protestants to publicly worship; she has 
persecuted those who have dared to preach 
or to attend Evangelical meetings; she 
speaks of Protestantism as the worst of 
plagues; she teaches the people that 
Protestantism is the school of immorality, 
and that Luther and the other great re- 
formers were little better than devils; she 
has incited sober or half-drunken people to 
burn or destroy Protestant buildings, and 
to stone or kill Bible colporteurs aud 
Protestant workers; she relentlessly hunts 
for and publicly burns the Holy Scrip- 
tures sent by Protestant Bible Societies in 
England and the United States; she ‘n- 
culcates in her teaching hatred against 
Protestant England— that ‘hot-bed of 
heretics’ whose Imperial pride and love of 
truth and liberty she failed to subdue with 
her diabolical plan of the great Armada.”

Missionary Work in Malta. The fact 
that little has been said concerning the pro- 
gress of Alliance work in Malta does not 
imply that our work there gives cause for 
anything but thankfulness. Were we able 
to say all that could be said in regard to 
recent developments in Malta, it would be 
to all a cause for thanksgiving. “God 
moves in a mysterious way His wonders to 
perform, and the remarkable way in which 
doors are being opened to evangelise the 
Maltese is further proof of this statement. 
The Council have received encouraging 
news concerning our Colporteur on the 
Island, as well as cheering accounts of in- 
quiry and activity among the Maltese them- 
selves in regard to freedom in faith and 
practice. It is undesirable to say more 
at this time. We ask earnest prayers on 
behalf of all workers for Christ in Malta, 
and in view of the fact that we are com- 
mitted to grants amounting to £200 per 
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annum in respect of Alliance interests in 
Malta, it will be added encouragement to 
know that this and other needs are finding 
remembrance in prayer and practical giving.

Religious Liberty in pain. — We have 
bad much to say during recent months con- 
cerning the excellent progress of religious 
liberty in Spain and Portugal. Since the 
last issue of EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM 
much has transpired in Spain which might 
have had adverse influence upon the en- 
couraging situation, but the course of 
political events has so far been ordered 
so as to help rather than hinder the 
cause of religious liberty, and the tide 
would seem to be turning in favour of 
the freedom of conscience for which the 
Alliance, in conjunction with the Spanish 
Evangelicals, has long been working. In 
the meantime, and pending promised legis- 
lation to exempt Protestant soldiers and 
sailors from obligation to attend the Mass 
or kneel at the elevation of the Host during 
its celebration, a case has arisen to attract 
public attention and enlist sympathy. The 
case referred to is that of Colonel Duan 
Labrador, a highly esteemed officer of the 
Royal Naval Artillery, and a Protestant, 
who has felt himself in conscience bound 
to take a stand that resulted in his arrest 
and subjection to trial for disobedience to 
orders in a matter involving his religious 
convictions. The case, in brief, stands as 
follows :— 


Colonel Labrador, in service at the Naval 
Station of San Fernando, was placed under 
orders to preside over a Naval Court con- 
voked to adjudge a case submitted to it. 
Under existing regulations, this required 
formal official attendance upon a solemn 
Mass, called technically Mass of the Holy 
Spirit.“ It is of the nature of a sacred 
sanction involving belief in and reverence for 
the Mass in the character given to it by the 
Roman Catholic Church. Official participa- 
tion in the service, as preliminary to the 
proceedings of a naval court-martial, is re- 
quired, and is essential to the validity of the 
subsequent proceedings and findings of the 
court. It is clear that such a sanction must 
involve for any sincere mind and conscience 
the question of belief in the Mass in the 
character given to it by the Roman Church, 
that is, in transubstantiation, the “real 
presence,” and the tremendous power at- 
tributed to the priest at the altar. To be

He is, however, under stress 
of conscience, and is awaiting the issue with 
faith in God, and hoping that in the final 
outcome his trial may result in securing a 
greater degree of liberty for his fellow- 
countrymen. 

Colonel Labrador is well known in naval 
circles and among the Protestants of the 
Peninsula; his brother officers hold him in 
well-deserved esteem, and he is greatly 
respected by civilians in San Fernando. He 
has served his King long and faithfully, has 
an interesting family,and is the father of two 
military officers, one of whom was killed in

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religious liberty, and that a Bill has 
been presented to Parliament, its object 
being to remove the obligation to assist at 
the Mass of the Holy Spirit on the part of 
naval and military officers. We are given 
to understand that the Bill will have to be 
discussed and passed through both Houses 
of Parliament, where doubtless it will give 
rise to a considerable display of feeling and 
prejudice. We express the hope and 
belief that when it is passed Colonel 
Labrador will be sentenced in conformity 
with the new law. This case and the 
whole situation is commended to the 
prayers of God's people. We can speak

The Vision of Unity.—True Unity is 
based on imperishable principles. Those 
who talk about the making of Unity are 
either ignorant or indifferent to the precept, 
“ other foundation can no man lay than that 
is laid. We speak advisedly when we say 
that some present-day visions and vagaries of 
Unity, under varying titles, are hindrances 
to Christian Unity rather than helps; and 
while the World's Evangelical Alliance de- 
sires and labours for the widest possible 
comprehension, there are God-set bounds 
and limits beyond which true Christian 
Unity cannot go: ‘In saying this, we are 
not merely isolating the system of Roman 
Catholicism; we refer to Bahaism and 
kindred movements professing true Chris- 
tianity, but denying vital elements in its 
composition. Notably in Canada, the desire 
for comprehension has led to the identifica- 
tion of this and kindred errors with Reunion 
movements, a fact which has called forth 
protests from various sources. The Rev. 
G. Osborne Troop, M.A., of Montreal, a 
warm member of the Alliance, who has on 
several occasions been a contributor to 
EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM, has written 
to the Montreal Star on the subject, and it 
may be helpful in emphasising some of 
the principles which underlie the World's 
Evangelical Alliance if we reproduce Mr. 
Troop’s letter | 


“ Sir,—In view of the serious nature of the 
widespread movement towards the Reunion 
of Christendom, your readers will pardon and 
may even welcome a humble endeavour to 
clear the air of some misapprehensions. 1 
write, of course, from the point of view of the 
Church of England, but with the widest sym- 


thy with all ‘who love our Lord Jesus Christ 
in sincerity. 

“1. We all deplore ‘our unhappy divisions,’ 
but we must remember that our very divisions 
are a striking testimony to an imperishable 
principle, i., that of Liberty. 

“* Where the Spirit of the Lord is, there is 
liberty,’ cries the noble Apostle St. Paul. Far, 
far better that our divisions should never be 
healed than that we should lose our liberty. 
There can be no unity in the sight of God 
which does not leave us spiritually free. We 
must ‘stand fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free, and not 
be entangled again with the yoke of bondage.’ 

2. In the next place, how few of us practi. 
cally realise that all true Christians are one in 
spite of our divisions. Yet it isa fundamental 
principle of the Gospel that we are all one in 
Christ jesus. This remains a glorious fact. 
though we may be unconscious of it, or may 
even not believe it. 

“3. It follows that Christian Unity has 
existed from the beginning. It is like the 

of God. We cannot bring it into being. 
It is our privilege to enter into the Unity 
which is born of the Spirit, and to manifest 
that Unity in our relation with all our fellow- 
Christians. If we honestly acknowledge this 
spiritual Unity, our divisions will naturally 
heal themselves. If they are to be healed at 
all, they must be healed from within. 

“4. The basal fact of one baptism every- 
where acknowledged throughout Protestant 
Christendom (with the exception of the 
baptisms on the ground of Immersion) is a 
standing witness to the Unity of Christians. 
The Scripture knows nothing of such an 
absurdity as our supposed Baptism into the 
Roman, Anglican, or Nonconformist com- 
munions. Baptism is into the One Church of 
Christ, and constitutes a man in name and 
privilege a Christian. 

“5. Moreover. our Lord placed Baptism and 
the Holy Communion upon exactly the same 
level, and where the validity of the one is 
admitted, the validity of the other must con- 
sistently follow. 

“6. We have no monopoly of our Lord, of 
the Scriptures, of the Sacraments, nor of the 
ministry. These are the common heritage of 
all true Christians. The Holy Spirit has set 
His eternal seal upon men of God in every 
division of Christendom. Who are we that 
we should venture to confine the free grace 
of God to Episcopal channels? Christ's true 
Vice-Gerent upon earth is the Holy Spirit, 
and if we only trust Him, He will see that 
His Church is rightly and orderly governed. 

“7. If we could imagine St. Paul making a 
visit to Montreal, is it conceivable that he 


- would limit his fellowship to Churches 


episcopally governed? We know full 
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that the great heart of the Apostle would 
break through all our artificial ecclesiastical 
restrictions, and embrace all believers in its 
mighty love. Doubtless St. Paul would justly 
rebuke us for our needless and wasteful 
divisions, but we may be certain that he 
would identify himself with no one of them. 
To him there could be but one Church, and 
that would embrace all believers. 

“8. Finally, when the Lord Jesus Christ 
comes back, He will fully teveal Himself as 
the one Shepherd with His one flock, and 
the universe will believe and know that He 
is indeed the Sent of God. Meantime as we 

out of this world we necessarily pass 

to Unity (if we belong to Christ), and that 
should be one of our incentives to 
live in Unity in the Church Militant here on 


Korean Conspiracy Case. In response 
to enquiries we desire to say that this re- 
grettable case, the details of which savour 
of persecution, and even barbarity, has 
received, and is still receiving, attention by 
the Council of the World's Evangelical 
Alliance. That there has been a grave 
miscarriage of justice appears evident from 
the results of the original trial, and the 
fact that a re-trial has been ordered in the 
case of Baron In-chi-ko and five others 
convicted as leaders of an alleged plot 
against the life of Count Terauchi, Governor 
General of Korea. The judgment of this 
re-trial is anxiously awaited, and we express 
the hope that it will result in the acquittal 
of those under conviction and sentence. 
As the Tokyo correspondent of The Times 
said in a dispatch dated April 16th: it is 
deplorable that the conspiracy affair has 
been regarded from the beginning as an 
issue between the Japanese and the mission- 
aries; but it is still more deplorable to 
think that but for foreign criticism and 
foreign help ninety-nine innocent men 
would at this moment be in gaol.” 


‘Ne Temere.’—The Bishop of Manches- 
ter, whose letter hereon to Mr. Gooch ap- 
pears elsewhere (see p. 80), returns to the 
subject of the Burnley mixed marriage case 
in his diocesan magazine for June, and has 
something to say concerning the ruling of 
the House of Lords in the matter of mar- 
riage with a deceased wife's sister. Con- 
cerning the “Ne Temere’ his lordship 
Says 
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Let me endeavour to put my meaning on 
this marriage question plainly and as briefly 
as is consistent with clearness. 

“I do not hold that‘all Churches should 
bring their marriage law into conformity with 
that of the State. When my grandfather, who 
belonged to the Society of Friends, married a 
lady outside that Communion he was excom. 
municated by the Society. The Society in so 
doing acted entirely within its rights. tt was 
entitied to lay down its own terms of Church 
memberthip. So is the Church of Rome en 
titled to do the same. But the Society of 
Friends did not tell my grandfather that he 
was an adulterer, nor endeavour to separate 
my grandmother from him. If the poor wife 
at Burniey had been told that her marri 
though valid by civil law, was not valid 
canon law, the statement might not have 
seriously distressed her. Or, if she had been 
told that the payment of sufficient fees would 
validate the marriage, she could have 9 
her own discretion about paying them. 
again, if she had been told eechond that by 
marrying a Protestant she would cease to be 
a member of the Church of Rome, she could 
have chosen between her marriage and her 
Church. But it is quite a different matter 
after marriage to intervene between husband 
and wife, and to represent as adulterous a 
union which, after all, Rome herself would 
have recognised as valid, if certain steps had 
been taken in the right quarter to make it 
valid. Further, adul is a crime as well as 
asin. A crime is an offence against the law 
of the land. The Pope has no right to make 
laws for England.”

The Balkan War.—We have received 
two letters from Egypt which give cheering 


news pointing to gracious answer to the 


Day of Prayer for the Moslem World which, 
it will be remembered, the World's Evan- 
gelical Alliance convened last year. Writing 
from Alexandria, our correspondent says 

“The effect of the Balkan war upon the 
Moslems mind and spirit, their attitude 
toward Christian thought and the Gospel, 
has been so definite and general, and so sub- 
duing, that we are simply overwhelmed 
with the many demands made upon us for 
teaching and interviews. 

“We are entering now upon the real and 
vital test of Islam when it is in straits, and it 
is showing up to be just what we have found 


it after years of Closest contact with it on the 
ground. It cannot bear the light. It can. 
not endure ‘the truth. It does not, never 
did, and never will fairly interpret any truth 
it has in its own Koran. Civilise Islam 
and it is Islam no longer (Cromer) is a 
statement I wish all a who 
so justly honour its author take in in 
its full meaning. We missionaries would 
then have a fairer chance in our approach 
to Islam with the Gospel, to having its 
message more deliberately considered in any 
land where the British have control. I am 
not criticising, but in writing to a brother 
in the service of Christ I simply wish to 
add my share of testimony to the wrong 
done sometimes by the attitude of the 
Government in Moslem lands. 

“We must continue to pray the God of 
nations to bring real liberty to the captives. 
It is a service we all appreciate most high! 
that is now being rendered by the Briti 
Government to the world in the Balkan 
States’ affair.” 

Writing from Cairo, another correspon- 
dent says 

“I am happy to report large meetings of 
Moslems to hear the Gospel from the lips of a 
converted educated Moslem. Large numbers 
of tracts and books are also being distributed. 
Pray for us.”

was in keeping with the missionary aims 
and aspirations of the Alliance. It was 
heartily sung, being followed by a portion 
of St. John xvii., beautifully read by one of 
the children of the Royal Normal College 
for the Blind, and with prayer by the Rev. 
R.C. Gillie, M.A. Prebendary Webb-Peploe 
was eloquent and statesmanlike in his 
handling of the Report, fifteen minutes 
being allotted on the programme for the 
presentation of the abstract (included as the 
leading article in this issue of EVANGELICAL 
CHRISTENDOM), 


Lord Kinnaird at the outset of his ad- 
dress read a letter from Lord Polwarth, 
who was unavoidably detained on the 
Continent, in which his lordship expressed 
his great regret at being unable to be pre- 
sent, and said that the transfer to the new 
premises in Russell Square was a step in 
harmony with the progress made by the 
Alliance, demanding, as it does, larger 
premises in a more publie and accessible 
locality. Lord Polwarth added that he 
anticipated further from the per- 
sonal intercourse and spiritual fellowship 
which the new home would render possible, 
these being far more powerful than definite 
creeds and doctrinal conditions, however 
useful in their proper sphere. 

Lord Kinnaird briefly welcomed the 
Colonial and Foreign delegates and friends 
who had come to London to bring greet- 
ings and good wishes from Colonial and 
Foreign Branches. He specially welcomed 
Principal O'Meara, from Canada, and said 
all were glad to witness the interest taken 
by Canada in the decree Ne Temere, and 
hoped that they would not rest until the 
decree was rendered jnoperative in the 
British Empire. His lordship expressed 
his satisfaction that the Alliance had 
obtained its new home, and that it was 
in Russell Square, which was rapidly 
becoming a centre for Societies having 
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various objects and aims. He hoped that 
the new headquarters would become «a 
grand Christian Church House, where 
those inspired with the one aim of ex- 
tending the kingdom of the Lord Jesus 
Christ would always find kindred spirits. 
He trustéd all his hearers would possess 
themselves of a copy of the Report and 
note the encouraging extension which was 
taking place in the work of the Alhance. 
He spoke of the remarkable call that had 
come from China, and expressed the desire 
and intention of the Council to help forward 
in every possible way the evangelisation of 
China by taking to it the glorious news 
of the Gospel. Lord Kinnaird closed his 
address with an appeal for increased sup- 
port from Christians everywhere. 

The General Secretary (Mr. Henry 
Martyn Gooch) referred to some who were 
absent from the gathering through illness, 
notably Mr. John Wood, who had sent a 
telegram conveying his warmest con- 
gratulations and Joshua i. 9 ( Have not 
I commanded thee? Be strong and of a 
good courage; be not afraid, neither be 
thou dismayed: for the Lord thy God is 
with thee whithersoever thou goest"). Mr. 
Gooch made feeling reference also to some 
who -during th: year had been called to 
their eternal home, including Count Adam 
Moltke, of Copenhagen, President of the 
Danjsh Branch, and Mr. A. H. Brandt, of 


-Velp; Holland, President of the Dutch 


Branch. The General Secretary also spoke 
of the urgent need of enlarging the mem- 
bership of the Alliance, and of finding new 
subscribers to take the place of those called 
away during the year. He asked for 
generous gifts in keeping with missionary 
activity, which was rapidly developing, and 
the new openings and opportunities con- 
stantly being presented to the Alliance. 

An outstanding feature of the meeting 
was the really remarkable address given by 
Dr. Campbell Morgan on The Present 
Need and Possibility of Christian Union.“ 
It appears in full in this issue of EVAN- 
GELICAL CHRISTENDOM. Dr. Campbell 
Morgan spoke for the best part of an 
hour, handling his subject in a masterly 
fashion, and putting forward some striking 
and valuable suggestions. 

At the close of a meeting full of spiritual 
power and engaging interest to the end, 
over two hundred members and specially 
invited friends assembled for tea in the 
Crown Room. * 
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THE DEDICATION MEETING 
‘at 19, Russell Square. 


Despite the spacious nature of the draw- 
ing rooms ia tis new Alliance House, they 
were taxed to their utmost accommodation 
by the numerous friends who desired to be 
present at the Dedication of the new home. 
The meeting commenced promptly at 5.45, 
being opened with selected passages of 
Scripture, read by Prebendary Webb-Peploe, 
and two Dedicatory Prayers, by the Preben 
dary and the Rev. W. Fuller Gooch. It is 
possible that some readers will desire to 
remember before God the petitions pre- 
sented asking God's blessing upon the new 
Alliance House and all the work carried 
on within its walls; we therefore print the 
prayer offered by Mr. Gooch. It was 
followed by the Lord's Prayer repeated by 
all present. 

“Our Heavenly Father, we come here to- 
day with devout heartfelt thankfulness to 
Thee. We want to recognise Thy great good 
ness through the more than sixty years in the 
past history of this Alliance. We want to 
praise Thee for the memory of saintly ser- 
vants of Thine, into whose hearts Thou didst 
put it to start this work. We love, Lord, to 
remember them and the records of their de- 
voted, faithful, loving service for Thee. We 
thank Thee for every way in which Thou 
didst show Thy presence and Thy blessing in 
the work at No.7, Adam Street. Some of us 
who for so very many years have been accus- 
tomed to meet there, remember how often love 
has flowed from heart to heart. And as we 
think of some who are gone, whose life was 
indeed a blessing, a sacred power, in that old 
building, we praise Thee, and to-day, O Lord, 
we thank Thee that still the work is being 
carried on. 

“We thank Thee for our beloved Chairman, 
Lord Kinnaird, that Thou hast spared him 
and put this work into his heart, so that 
those dear to him who were in the foundation 
of it are followed by him in their steps. The 
Lord spare him still, and bless greatly all 
the influence Thou givest him in relation 
to Thy service and work. We thank Thee 
for all other true hearts which are knit 
together in this part of Thy service. And 
now, Lord, wilt Thou—nay, we will not ask 
Thee, wilt Thou? we will thank Thee that 
Thou hast accepted this new building. The 
signs of Thy acceptance are with us, for 
Thou hast helped us these years, provided 
for us, and Thou hast given us to-day 
tokens for good, blessed be Thy Name ! 

“ Now, Lord, we beseech Thee, give to all the 


‘requisite wisdom, largeness of heart, and 


Biblical breadth of thought, so that we may 
go forward to those open doors which are 
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waiting for united activity. Bless the 
sage Of this afternoon, and grant that there 
may come into our Alliance such a sanctified 
longing for the world, such a sanctified yearn - 
ing for the Church, that the Alliance may be, 
even as it has never been before, a wider and 
more and more God-blessed Inatitution. Thou 
knowest the needs. Nate to join Thy 
servants already in the work others whose 
hearts are right with Thee. Bring men for. 
ward who can take the place of others that 
must soon pass away, and grant, Lord, that 
this Evangelical Alliance may be so led of 
Thee, and so strengthened of Thee, that from 
this new House, to Thy glory and to Thy 
praise, streams of living water may flow forth. 

“ The Lord bless all the Branches abroad, 
which we love, for they are one with us and 
we are one with them. May they in every 
land be upheld of Thee, and may the spirit of 
love and the unity of Thy Spirit spread in 
Canada and in America, and in all the coun. 
tries of Europe, especially where our brethren 
are persecuted and tried. There let this work 
spread in its sympathy and in its testimony 
for Thee. Hear this our prayer. We praise 
Thee, Lord, for this Alliance ; we praise Thee 
for the ground on which we can come to 
gether, honouring each other's convictions, 
and yet where we are easily enough drawn by 
Thy Spirit to love one another. Pour upon 
us Thy effectual blessing; make us one in 
heart in all the business and in all the 
endeavours, and let Christ be magnified and 
the Word be honoured; and let this house 
from this day have Thy benediction ; for the 
Lord Jesus Christ's sake. Amen.”

then said: Christian Friends, We have 
invited you to come here after our Annual 
Meeting in order that we may dedicate 
this building to the service of our Heavenly 
Father. We have the pleasure of wel- 
coming here many from the Continent 
and even from Canada. We anticipated 
also welcoming others who were to have 
come. A short time ago we had a letter 
from one of them, Mr. Podin, whom God 
has so honoured and preserved, often 
amid great difficulties and fatigue, and to 
whom He has given His blessing and smile 
resting upon his difficult work. That 
which, when he first came into touch with 
us, seemed an almost impossible work 
getting an entrance into the prisons of 
Russia, which hitherto had been closed to 
the preaching of the Gospel he has suc- 
ceeded by the grace of God in accomplish. 
ing, and we realise that God is opening 
doors there in a marvellous way. 

We are an Alliance that believes in the 
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power of united prayer. Some of us have 
known and personally experienced that 
fact for a good many years now in connec- 
tion with its work, and it is a joy to those 
who have been for « lengthened period on 
the Council to feel that there are so many 
who, when they themselves have to leave 
it, will do the work better than it has been 
done in the past. From -this important 
building, as a centre, we hope that there 
will be an increasing work done. 

Our thoughts go out to-day to our suffer. 
ing brethren. We are reminded that days 
of suffering are not over for those who 
“take up the cross,” and are prepared 
to follow their conscientious convictions. 
Mr. Gooch gets letters continually that are 
read at our Council meetings, and the 
writers of which we remember in prayer— 
letters showing that it still costs a man a 
great deal to come out from superstition and 
darkness into the Gospel light. There are 
many such still who have to give up their 
property, and are deserted and disowned by 
their parents. They come out, and we 
have the privilege and great honour, by the 
money you give us, of helping them, and in 
some cases getting them trained and fitted 
for work in their own country; in other in- 
stances we prepare them as colporteurs 
and evangelists, who go forth and take the 
Gospel into open doors, of which we were 
hearing this afternoon. We rejoice that 
light is coming into Spain. We recognise, 
of course, that we are only one of the 
means of bringing it there, and we do not 
want to take credit to ourselves excepting 
as God has used us as pioneers in that way. 
We recognise that there are many other 
forces working with us, and we thank them 
for their co-operation, and are always glad 
to join with them. As long as the work is 
done that is our great desire. 

When you read the Report of the past 
year's work I think you will agree that it is 
an interesting one. For sixty-six years the 
work of this Alliance has been carried on, 
and you who have taken your part in making 
it possible for us to have this new centre, 
which we believe will enable us to enter 
into new spheres of usefulness, will rejoice 
in that happy prospect. When we look 
back at the number of different Conferences 
which were started on much the same lines as 
our own Alliance—for manifesting the unity 
of the Body of Christ—the Barnet Confer- 
ence, which was the parent of Mildmay, 
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set on foot by Mr. William Pennefather, 
and Perth, Aberdeen, Stirling, Dublin, and 
many others, we cannot but feel that God 
has honoured us in * in 
pioneers of this mighty work 
of seeking to unite the Church of God in 
opposition to those tremendous forces of 
evil with which we are faced at the present 
time. 
Then there is an important work which 
we believe God has committed to us—that 
we may help Christian work on the Conti- 
nent. Pastor Fuller Gooch has gone again 
during the past year to Blankenburg. It 
has never been my privilege to be there, 
but we hear from him in regard to the 
work there, and we feel it is a privilege to 
be in some way helpers of the Churches in 
Germany. But we realise how very much 
there is yet to be done—in Spain, in Portu- 
gal, and in the Balkans, especially in those 
countries that have just got their liberty, 
and have had to buy it at the price of lives 
voluntarily laid down. It is computed that 
about double the number have lost their 
lives in that Balkan war as were killed 
in the war of 1870 between France and 
Germany. Many in the Balkan armies are 
leaders of Christian Churches, and in 
certain districts whole communities were 
broken up because all the men had gone 
to join the colours and fight for their 
country. The possibilities in the Near 
East are great, and we trust that through 
God's blessing the World's Evangelical 
Alliance may do its share of fostering 
Evangelical work in those countries. 

I will not take up your time further, 
excepting to say that we earnestly hope 
you will commend the Alliance to God, 
and ask that we may have Divine guidance 
as to what should be done to extend 
this work wisely, and yet to go forward 
fearlessly, believing that there is as great a 
work—possibly a greater in the future as 
in the past sixty years of this Society's 
history. We thank you for your co-opera- 
tion, we thank you for coming here to-day 
to join your prayers with ours. We trust 
you will remember us, and also bear in 
mind what Mr. Gooch said about the ne- 
cessity of getting new members. Still true 
to those principles which we have stood for 
during these sixty-six years, we trust that 
God Almighty will by His Divine Spirit 
enable us to go forward and do more even 
in the future than we have done in the past. 
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attitude must be absolutely as true as our 
words, our prayers must be as thorough as 
our longings. 1 do pray that in this new 
building there may be struggles with diffi- 
culties which will be victories, and contests 
with obstacles which will be high achieve 
ments, and such compelling and such pre- 
vailing prayer that a new vision of unity 
will descend upon the Churches, and the 
vision will become a more living reality. 
For this object we must be all prepared to 
do our part. It is so easy for us to forget 
to pray for union like this; it is so easy for 
us to leave all the others to do the giving 
it is so easy for us not to do our small part 


in gathering one or two additional mem 


bers. I feel there would be something of 
disgrace if we entered into this fine new 
building and did not largely imcrease our 
membership every year. With the new 
building there must be an increased mem 
bership. If all do their part in the spirit 
of loyalty and devotion, then there will be 
a great advance and the provision of all 
that is required financially—a great advance 
towards the attainment of the object so 
sacred to our hearts, because, we believe, so 
near the heart of our beloved and adorable 
Redeemer.

Without any hesitation I venture to 
say that I believe there is nothing pre- 
sumptuous in the statement that Christian 
union, in the truest and noblest sense, 
is achieved when Christian people have 
entered individually into the mystery of 
union with Christ. If you have union with 
Christ, you must unite with one another. 
Thank God, there is room for the largest 
outward diversity. Christianity is no friend 
of monotony. Where the Holy Spirit is, 
there is an infinite variety that, if I may 
reverently say it, suggests the variety of the 
Holy Trinity. All hearts that know union 
with Christ do not simply dream of union 
in coming days; they have now the real 
union. And what is spiritual is entirely 
real. Our union is no Jess real because it is 
essentially spiritual; it is a great fact. I 
venture to say it is a scientific fact that we 
are All one in Christ Jesus.”

Our unity rests also on the proper Deity 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. We can have no 
union with those to whom He is not “ God 
manifest in the flesh.” He is our Lord 
and our God. To us the Jesus of the 
New Testament is the Jehovah of the 
Old Testament—nothing else. His proper

In the kind letter from the Secretary 
conveying to me the wish of the Council 
that I should address this meeting, my 
subject was suggested to me, and I propose 
to accept that suggestion and say some 
things that are on my heart at the moment 
concerning the present need and possi- 
bilities of Christian union. By way of 
introduction, I want to trespass upon your 
patience by reading the words of paragraph 
1 of the current Report, of which we have 
received so lucid an abstract this afternoon, 
and also a paragraph from the Report of 
last year. I shall read first the paragraph 
from the Report which I believe you have 
in your hands: The past year has wit- 
nessed, throughout the world, an increasing 
desire amongst Churches and Christians of 
every name, for visible and practical union. 
This should call forth our thanksgivings on 
this Anniversary Day of the World's Evan- 
gelical Alliance. While deprecating great 
schemes of corporate reunion which over- 
look the Divine plan of unity in diversity, 
and recognising the fact that no real unity 
can exist unless it is based on the Scriptural 
foundations of Truth and Love, the Alli-

The reading of these paragraphs con- 
stitutes a starting-point. The first empha. 
sises the fact of a widespread desire for 
visible and practical union, and once more 
draws; our attention to the fact that this 
was. evidently the will and intention of 
our ‘Lord, as revealed in the prayer from 
which the Scripture was read this after- 
noon. He prayed for the unity of His 
people, not in order that they might enter 
into all the privileges of such unity, but 
in order “that the world may believe,” 
“that the world may know.” Significantly, 
in the prayer in which He said, “I pray not 
for the world, but for those whom Thou 
hast given Me out of the world,” it never 
theless became perfectly clear that while at 
the moment not praying for the world, our 
Lord was praying, as He ever did, with His 
heart upon the world, and in the interests 
of the world. That opening paragraph 
also reminds us of something that is 
specially on my mind and heart—of the 
paralysing effect of divisions upon the 
moral forces of Christianity; to which I 
propose to return presently. 


I read the second paragraph simply to 


remind you of the fact that membership in 
ment of the authority of the Scriptures, and 


belief in the one God revealed in these 
Scriptures. 

The subject, then, before us is that of 
the need for union, and that of how far, or 
within what limits, an open and manifested 
union and activity is possible on the part 
of Christian people. With regard to the 
first of these matters the need for union 
in approaching this part of our instruction 
I venture to suggest to you that two 
matters must be faced and recognised. 
The first is that fact of the unity of the 
Church. During the last twenty-five years 
in which I have been in the ordained 
ministry, taking part in Christian service, 
we have had very many, of what I venture 
to call, unauthorised attempts to bring 
about corporate union. Over and over 
again I have been impressed by the fact 
that all such attempts seem almost dis- 
astrously to lose sight of the fact of the 
unity of the Church. The longer I live 
and serve, and the more closely I am 
brought, by the grace of God and the 
fellowship of service, into touch with men 
of other ecclesiastical convictions, and even 
other theological interpretations, the more 
I am impressed with the fact that the 
Church of God is not divided. I for one 
should like to say at once that my presence 
on this platform and my membership of 
this Alliance do not express any desire on 
my part for uniformity or unanimity. The 
one is of the body, the other of the mind. 
But it does express my conviction of the 
unity of the Spirit which underlies all 


these differences. In proportion as we 
recognise that fact we are prepared, I think, 


I think the other preliminary we 
need to bear in mind is that of the hiding 
of this unity; for, after all

it. I almost hesitate to offer any interpre-

Before proceeding to say anything con- 
cerning the possibility of united action, I 
ask what are the needs for such action 
to-day? I shall venture to suggest to you 
three needs, or, rather, a threefold need, as 
I see it. First, the world's wide-open 
doors; secondly, the signs of degeneration 
in our national life; and, thirdly, the 
evidence of failure on the part of the 
Church to renew her life by victory over 
the souls of men. 

First, then, the world's open doors. This 
has been emphasised so constantly during 
recent years that I need not deal with it 
at length. I will not insult the Christian 
intelligence of this assembly by arguing 
this matter. I simply remind you of a 
fact which represents the first, great need 
confronting the Christian Church. We 
shall all be in agreement that the first call 
to the Church is the call of the world itself. 
Am I not correct in saying that, territorially 
or geographically, no door in the world is 
closed against us, excepting, perhaps, the 
door into Tibet, and that is hardly a fast- 
closed door to-day? What a change since 
I began the work of my ministry! What 
a change in recent years! The door of 
opportunity stands wide open; and iu the 
presence of these open doors there is need 
that the Christian Church should recognise 
its unity and act immediately in harmony 
therewith. .

grown. I suggest to you that this per- 
petual panic is entirely due to failure -of 
faith in the Omnipotence, and Righteous- 
ness, and Sovereignty of God. If that 
once be admitted, then we shall have in 
humiliation, as members of the Christian 
Church, to confess that, for some reason or 
other, we have failed in our testimony. 
For whatever our different opinions may be 
as to the need of the Christian Church in

I have 
said of the hour, for, let me hope, it is but 
short-lived, and the growing tendency of 
‘magazine writers to speak in contempt of 
Puritanism. I am not arguing for Puri- 
tanism as a political matter.

successor of the Independents, who held 
another view as to the method of purifica- 
tion. I am not speaking of the men, but of 
the principles which actuated them. At 
the present moment there is everywhere a 
tendency, 
that movement. is, moreover, 
ples for breadth of view shout the Sabbath 
Day. If the plea comes from a man who is 
avowedly a man of the world, I can under- 
stand it. But when the plea comes from 
responsible statesmen, who tell us that we 
must take a broader view of the Sabbath, 
then we have an evidence of a dangerous 
tendency. The passion for pleasure is 
everywhere mastering the young life of the 
nation, which is giving itself to things 
trifling aud frivolous, and is almost losing 
the ability for serious and sincere concern 
about high and weighty matters. This is 
entirely due to failure of spiritual life. Dr. 
Chalmers spoke of “ the expulsive power of 
a new affection.” If there be not that 
expulsive power in the life of the nation, 
in the hearts of the people—the power of 
the apprehension, of the breadth, and glory 
and splendour, and joy of spiritual things— 
then our people will necessarily turn to the 
frivolities to which I have been referring ; 
and such widespread frivolity is a sign of 
degeneration. 

Another sign of degeneration that op- 
presses me in my hours of meditation, 
in preparation for my work as a minister 
of the Word, and in my outlook on my 
beloved land, is the spirit of lawlessness 
which is abroad, the spirit of revolt against 
authority. We have witnessed strange 
things in the last year or two. No ability 
to combine. Whether combination be right 
or no I am not now discussing. Contracts 
have been entered into, and broken —easily 
broken. The world is permeated with a 
spirit of revolt, a spirit of lawlessness. 
A serious matter, in my thinking, not 
lightly to be passed over as though it 
were a subject for jest, is the apparent 
inability of the Government to deal with 
lawleseness and put an end to crime. It 
is something which must necessarily cause 
pause to every godly man and woman in 
the life of the nation. All this is entirely 
due to a sense of failure of authority in the 
national life. When the throne of God is 
forgotten, every earthly throne is unsafe. 
When the authority of God over the life of 


men is not recognised, then a man will not 


bow to the authority of his fellow-man over 
him, even in his own interest. 

Another tendency that appals me some- 
times is that of a threatened losing of 
certain great moral standards which have 
constituted the strength of our nation for 
many, many years. I have used the word 
threatened carefully. We have recently 
read the Majority Report on Divorce. It 
hangs over us like a threatening thunder. 
cloud, and utiless we are alert as Christian 
men and women, ere we know it the sacred 
bond that has made the family the first 
circle of society will be broken down, and 
the doors opened to the imrush of every- 
thing that will destroy the true strength 
of the nation. It behoves us to be on our 
watch tower. 

All these tendencies, as I see them to- 
day, reveal national deterioration. It is 
not too late to amend our ways, it is not 
too late to return. But will nation 
amend its ways, will the people return, 
unless there come to them the word of the 
Lord with the accumulative authority of the 
entire Christian Church? I claim to-day 
that the hour is electric with the demand 
that Christian men and women shall have 
done with trifling over their personal, and 
peculiar, and particular difficulties, and 
present one great unbroken front, in the 
name of God, to these alarming tendencies 
in the nation in which they live. 

Once again, I see the need for corporate 
action, for true alliance and union in 
activity, revealed by what I described as an 
evidence of failure on the part of the 
Church to renew her life by victory over 
the souls of men: by the dearth of conver- 
sions. That is the meaning of statistics of 
decrease. So far as I am personally con- 
cerned, I should be very glad to join an 
alliance that would promise not go publish 
any Church statistics for ten years. I do 
not think the true spiritual power of any 
Church is to be measured by these statistics. 
But there is another side to that. Sir 
William Robertson Nicoll delivered an 
address before the Union of which I am a 
member, last week, entitled “ The Church 
Dying and Rising Again.“ He based that 
address upon the teaching of Vinet, a Swiss 
theologian, at one time, as he then said, a 
great influence in the life of our own 
people, but perhaps not so great to-day. 
Suffer me to give you one brief paragraph 
from that address. 

“Vinet thought that the Church was 
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wholly supernatural. She could hardly be 
said in the ordinary sense to live at all. 
She was therefore a stranger to the world, 
and not in any sense whatever there. The 
world, he said, was increased by every 
being born into it, but the Church had no 
natural increase, only a supernatural. The 
Church can only live in the world by 
successive individual transferences from 
the natural to the supernatural kingdom. 
In other words, the Church was always 
dying, and always being raised again.” 

I venture to suggest to you that in those 
words there are thoughts of the utmost 
importance and worthy of our most careful 
consideration. Whenever we lay to rest 
the dust of our beloved fellow members in 
the one great Church, the Church dies at 
that point, and is weaker; and she can 
only renew her life as she passes out to the 
vast multitudes to proclaim the Evangel 
and win individual souls, that they may be 
brought into the holy and sacred fellow- 
ship. There is a point of sad failure with- 
in the Church of God to-day. We instruct 
men in many matters, we teach them 
humanitarian duties. I am not under 
valuing these things. But, I pray you, 
remember that the supreme work of the 
whole Holy Catholic Church of Jesus 
Christ is that of capturing from the ranks 
of the men of the world, individual souls 
who are to be baptized into corporate union 
with Christ and the Church, and thus to 
perfect the number of the elect, and to 
perfect the testimony of the kingdom of 
God in the world. 

I affirm, without any fear and without 
any hesitation, that that work is not the 
work of a denomination. It is the work of 
the Church. I greatly grieve when some- 
times I am told that those who adhere to a 
particular Church, conviction, and Order 
are not able to do the kind of work that 
belongs to the Salvation Army. I deny it 
absolutely. I thank God for the Salvation 
Army. But the work of winning individual 
men for Jesus Christ, from every rahk and 
social walk in life and society, is the work 
of the whole Church; a work so vital to 
her life and testimony, that in the doing of 
it. she ought to be able to forget all the 
things of her differences, and advance 
unitedly. London ought to be evangelised 
by the whole Christian Church. In order 
to do this she should be willing to forget 
for the time being matters not in them- 


selves unimportant, but unimportant in 
comparison with this work of enabling 
the Church to rise again by the capture 
Of living souls from all the ranks that 
lie without. All these things demand 
that the Church should cease* trifling, and 
close her ranks and march forward. 

How far is this possible? I remind you 
once again, from another connection and 
from another standpoiat, of something I 
have already said, and I do not apologise 
for the repetition. United action demands 
the recognition of actual unity. I love those 
words of Paul when he was writing that 
second letter to the Corinthians, and deal- 
ing, as I venture to think, especially with 
that portion of the Corinthian Church that 
said they did not belong to the sects, but to 
Christ only. One party said, “We are of 
Paul”: another, “We are of Cephas”; 
another, We are of Apollos.” And there 
was yet another party which said, “ You 
are all wrong. You belong to sects; we 
belong to Christ only.” They are always 
the most difficult to deal with in any matter 
of Christian union. When Paul was writ- 
ing his second letter I think he had thes: 
people in view, and with the art of the 
great love, and the great life, aud the great 
light in which he walked, he wrote: “If 
any man thinketh in himself that he is 
Christ's, let him consider this again within 
himself, that even as he is Christ's, so also 
are we.” I would like to say that, to all 
those who feel they cannot co-operate with 
me in Christian service. My profound 
quarrel with the Romanist is not so much 
the doctrine he holds, though from that I 
differ ; not so much the ritual he observes, 
though that to me would be unnecessary 
and no help; but that, when I do not sub- 
scribe to his doctrine nor adopt his ritual, 
he curses me and puts me butside the 
Christian Church. That cuts the nerve 
of all true Christian activity. We need 
supremely to be able to say, That man 
is Christ's, however much he may differ 


from me.” 


Nevertheless, there are certain founda- 
tions which must be recognised if there is 
to be any corporate union of activity, and 
they are laid down for us in the Basis of 
this Alliance. First, The Divine inspira- 
tion, authority, and sufficiency of the Holy 
Scriptures.” Do not be at all angry with 


me, but be very patient, as I say that I 


personally would change that word „in- 
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spiration.” I would say, “ Divine origin, 
authority, and sufficiency.” The reason for 
the suggestion is not that I do not believe 
in inspiration. Only, what is inspiration ? 
I would like to remind you that the word 
is not a Biblical word. In no single passage 
in the Old or New Testament will you find 
it, excepting in the translations, and trans- 
lations are always open to revision. Even 
the Authorised was a revision ; never forget 
that. It was Elihu who said, There is 
a spirit in man and the inspiration of 
the Almighty giveth them understanding.” 
Bat the word “inspiration” is simply the 
word “the breath of the Almighty.” The 
word occurs once in the Authorised Version 
of the New Testament in 2 Timothy, where 
we are reminded that “ all Scripture is given 
by inspiration of God.” But you will agree 
with me when I say that the true render- 
ing is not “inspired of God,” but God 
breathed,” a much mightier word and a more 
remarkable. Has it ever occurred to you 
that the word “expired” would be quite 
as accurate as the word “inspired”? ~All 
Scripture expired of God.” Of course if I 
speak of something. expired in my life, it 
means death; but not so in God. The 
Scriptures are outbreathed from God. 
Why should I introduce either the in or 
the “ex”? Let the Greek word stand as 
it was written: “All Scripture God- 
breathed is profitable.” That is enough to 
warrant me in declaring that this is the 
very foundation of united action, a sense 
of conviction and acceptance of the fact 
that the Scriptures are Divine in origin, 
Divine in authority, and Divine in their 
sufficiency. 

I feel growingly that this is the point to 
which we shall have to come in all true 
union within Evangelical Christendom. I 
am growingly feeling in these days that it 
is very difficult for me let me speak quite 
respectfully of those from whom I differ in 
this regard—to have any long continued 
communion or fellowship in Christian work 
with those who cannot stand on that par- 
ticular platform. 

That includes, as it is pointed out in the 
Basis of the Alliance, the revelation which 
these Scriptures contain of God as Creator, 
King, and of Jesus of Nazareth as Re- 
deemer. I resolutely and carefully begin 
with that title for our Lord, beginning 
as the New Testament begins. Jesus of 
Nazareth through His Death and Resur- 


rection is now the glorified Lord. The 
revelation is also of the Holy Spirit as the 
One through Whom all commenion is 
realised and active that between the 
Father and the Son, that between Christ 
and His Charch, that between individual 
members of the Church; in Him the 
central possibility of union is created in 
the new birth of individual souls, the fact 
of unity is maintained in the indwelling 
life of the Spirit, the activity of wnity is 
directed and empowered as He leads und 
directs the whole Church to the fulfilment 
of the enterprises of God. 

Here, perhaps, we seem to be rather 
narrow in our outlook; but I am again 
compelled to say that I am growingly con- 
vinced that here is the only point of union 
possible within Evangelical Christianity 
not interpretation of the Bible, but accept- 
ance of the Divine origin, and authority, and 
sufiiciency of its Revelation. We have fn 
the Bible at once the germ and the norm of 
all Christian truth. The germ truth ger- 
minally stated, needing interpretation, and 
elaboration, and application as the centuries 
run on; but the sorm also, by which we 
are to test our interpretation, and elabora- 
tion, and application. 

Of this let me give an illustration in the 
realm of Christology. The Christ of the 
Christian Church is the Christ of the four 
Gospels. Not that the Church of God im- 
mediately apprehended all the fulness of 
that revelation of the Gospels. I believe 
there has been a growing apprehension and 
understanding of that revelation. But 
these Gospels constitute the norm; and 
when in my attempt to understand my 
Lord and Master, I allow myself, in con- 
templative mood and in meditative hour, 
to follow their suggestions that I may see 
more of His glory, it is necessary that I 
return again to these Scriptures for the 
correction of my thinking, lest haply I 
wrong Him and blaspheme His holy Name. 
Therefore I feel that upon the basis of the 
acceptance of the origin, authority, and 
sufficiency of the Bible is thé one and only 
platform upon which we can meet for 
Christian service. But that platform is a 
very broad one in the true sense of breadth. 
I have seen an end of all perfection: but 


Thy commandment is exceeding broad 


One final word. I want to speak of the 
perils that threaten union; and they are 
two, as I see them. There is the peril 
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through our organisation. In proportion 
as we are prepared to do that, we shall be 
saved from the peril of a false narrowness. 

But I confess that at the moment I am 
more afraid of the peril of breadth. There 
is abroad in the world just now a passion 
for comprehension which, if’ we are not 
careful, will mean a comprehension of 
things that will destroy our life and pre- 
vent our testimony. If we are to be broad 
enough to include the things that destroy, 
then I for one shall hark back to the 
narrowness of an older day. There is a 
passion for the comprehension of Ritual- 
istic teaching in the Christian Church, a 
passion for the comprehension of Roman- 
ising influences within the Christian 
Church. I shall give you one illustration 


that appals me, that weighs upon my 


spirit night and day until some of my 
friends think it is an obsession with me. 
I mourn to myself every day certain 
attitudes taken up by the Continuation 
Committee of the Edinburgh Missionary 
Conference. I believe that from the very 
first grave mistakes, the harvest of which 
we have not yet reaped, were made in the 
interests of a false comprehension. The 
fact that Latin America has been excluded 
from its field of consideration is a very 
significant and depressing sign of the times. 
I stamd here to-day as a member of the 
Evangelical Union of South America to 
say that that is not a thing of the past 
merely. Within this month of May that 
Committee has declined to receive the testi- 
mony of our missionaries, unless labouring 
with the Indians who have never been, to 
use the word in the letter, Christianised. 
If there is to be amy comprehension that 
makes room for these tendencies towards 
Rome, from which we have escaped as a 


Nation and Church, then I have but one 
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watchword—A barred door to Popery, and 
no peace with Rome. But so far as we are 
in agreement on these fundamentals, so fer 
as we feel that the Rationalistic treatment 
that calls in question the supernatural, the 
miraculous, and inevitably and logically 
ends in the denial of the Resurrection 
itself, cannot be taken into the fellowship 
of endeavour, then it seems to me that I 
know no other reason why the Christian 
Churches should not join their ranks to- 
day in the interests of this land that we 
love so well, and in the interests of the 
wide world and of its open doors. 

I can conceive that the statement I have 
made in this assembly may be objected to 
on two grounds. There may be those who 
object to its breadth. Then I shall still 
insist that interpretations of the Bible are 
not infallible, not even my own, but that that 
revelation itself is infallible. Moreover, I 
hold—and this we must recognise—that at 
last it will be found that in every inter- 
pretation of those who hold the authority 
of the Bible there has been a necessary 
element of truth. By and by we shall 
understand both the sovereignty of God 
and the free will of man, and we shall 
see that both messages were necessary to 
oy perfect deliverance of the Truth of 
There may be those who object to the 
narrowness of the position I have sug- 
gested. I reply that no true Rationalist in 
the interpretation of the Bible can desire 
to work with me. Moreover, ud Romanist 
will consent to do so. So thatgalong this 
line I will not trouble about the charge of 
narrowness. 

Let this Alliance, with its splendid 
history and its wonderful work in the past, 
open its windows and move out into yet 
more definitely aggressive work, missionary, 
national, evangelistic. Let the members of 
the Alliauce believe, each for himself, that 
it is mot true that he only is left a prophet 
of God, but that the Lord has seven thou- 
sand who have not yet bowed the knee to 
Baal. If thus the Alliance will lead this 
great line of world-wide enterprise and 
national evangelisation, I believe that vast 
multitudes of God's elect will join its 
membership, and it will become a living 
force in the nation and the world for the 
hastening of the coming of the day of 
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of narrowness ; there is the peril of breadth.

The weaker the married 
individuals are, the more they claim our 
protection, and it is the clear duty of all 
Christian men to see that men and women 
Christianly married should be saved from 
any assaults that cause pain and entail 
2 asserting that they are not 


The Church of Rome claims to have 
authority to make and declare impediments 
to marriage. In other words, it may make 
a marriage sinful to-morrow which was 
moral yesterday. It claims a regulative 
power that is superior to the conditions 
laid. down in the Gospel as determining 
Christian marriage. Then it must be re- 
membered that every Roman Catholic has 
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been instructed to believe that outside the 
Church of Rome there is no salvation, and 
that persistence in mortal sin—accepting 
its definition of mortal sin involves eter- 
nal damnation. It is impossible in the 
question of marriage for average Roman 
Catholics to separate the pronouncements 
of their Church from Divine command. 
Marriage is for them a sacrament, and the 
Church alone has the right to regulate 
the proper conditions for due administra- 
tion of @ sacrament. When the Church 
says that is not a marriage,” then those 
who dwell together live in sin in the minds 
of Roman Catholics. With Protestants it 
is very different, They judge sin not by 
the view of the Church, but by the teaching 
of the New Testament enlightening con- 
science. They cannot conceive of a prin- 
ciple in ethical thought by reason of which 
the moral status of men and women is 
entirely changed, after being considered 
right and moral by all Christian people for 
centuries, by the mere ipse dixit of any indi- 
vidual, no matter how important he may be. 
We find it hard to enter into the miud of 


Roman Catholics in their view of sin, and 


the Pope's power to invent new sins and 
to call adulterous what he declared to be 
right and proper a few years ago, Circum- 
stances are unchanged, the law of God or 
man has not altered—the Pope has changed 


his mind: this is all that is necessary to 


create new sins. 
concerns two people most in- 
timately.

The Church of Rome in 
this way has broken up homes and made 


women have had to suffer keenly. 

Men and women married by duly ap- 
pointed clergymen, who are compelled to 
marry them when the conditions of the law 
are fulfilled, are declared unmarried by the 
Roman Church. In England as well as in 
Ireland a family has been broken up, but 
in England the family has been re-united 
owing to the stern protest raised by sturdy 
Englishmen. The suffering has been great, 
and the vast majority of men and women 
who love one another would be ready to say, 
“Sooner than have the one I love most 
worried, perplexed, and harassed by the 
talk of these priests, let us marry as they 
wish, and afterwards laugh at them.” The 
Ne Temere is either a source of agony 
to the conscientious who will not consider 
a marriage in Church insufficient and in- 
valid, and in consequence will not accept 
Roman dictation, ot a source of hypocrisy 
to the careless or accommodating who come 
under its application. 

A recent case in which a wife left her 
husband and took their child with her 
owing to the influence of a Redemptionist 
priest caused the legal position to be re- 


viewed. The husband might apply for and 


obtain restitution of conjugal rights. After 
obtaining the decree he could not compel 
his wife to return to him. He might apply 
for a writ of habeas corpus for the return 
of the child, and he might fail to have the 
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be permitted 
and drastic treatment of any ecclesiastic 
who dares to brand the pure as impure and 
the lawfully married as adulterous. It is 
not for us to suggest a remedy. The facts 


subjects from the cruel calumny of the 
priests of the Church of Rome, who place 
allegiance to the decrees of the Vatican before 
loyalty to the laws of the nation. Rome 
may legislate as it wills for its own children, 
so long as it observes the laws of the State, 
and does not run counter to Christian prin- 
ciples, in so far as the legislation affects the 
rights and liberties of others. The moment 
Rome infringes the liberty and peaceful 
living of any British citizen who does not 
acknowledge its sway, that moment the 
might of the kingdom should defend the 
oppressed. We go further and assert that 
when the Roman Catholics have not violated 
the Christian law of marriage, Rome's 
ministers should not be permitted with 
impunity to declare such people adulterous. 
The issue is knit once again between the 
law of God and the law of the Church of 
Rome. We believe the marriage law of the 
State in these cases to be entirely in accord 
with the law of God, and therefore we have 
no hesitation in saying that the action of 
the Pope is a violation of Christian prin- 
ciple and an attack upon our national laws 
that must be resisted and put an end to at 
all costs.

“It is right to 
emphasise the value of religious experi- 
ence, and that religion is more than 
theology: it is right, too, that we should 
dwell on the Bible as a record of religious 
experience. But the Bible is much more: 
it gives an historical basis to our faith, 
and it has taught the world a creed. 
Eschatology represented a valuable re- 
action from an unhistorical and academic 
interpretation of the Gospel, but the Gospel 
is much more than eschatology. The 
thorough-going eschatologist is prepared 
to accept a Christ who was not only limited 
in His human knowledge, but was hardly 
even intelligent, certainly had none of the 
foresight or intelligence of a great human 
mind. Our writers are not thorough-going 
eschatologists, but their devotion to this 
newest phase of criticism has led to the 
adoption of some hazardous views. This 
is well said. Novelty is not of necessity 
truth. Novelty in religion is almost of 
necessity of doubtful value. The newest 
theory before it is half discussed is 
generally on its way to burial. The human 
mind has ever been the slave of one- 
sidedness, and although new aspects of 
Divine Truth are always being brought 
before the patient student of the Word 
and human thought, anything that tends 
to withdraw from the foundation once 
laid and build on other foundations is 
certain to prove hay and stubble, and not 
gold. “The Faith of the Gospel” be- 
comes clearer the more it is divorced from 
the speculations of the moment. Specula-

tion interests—the engrafted Word alone 
saves the soul. 


The Failure of We are all modernists in 
Modernism. one sense. No one sees 

anything sinister in the tele- 

graph office or avoids the telephone as a 
thing essentially evil. Men in the twentieth 
century make use of all the discoveries and 
inventions of advancing knowledge, and 
are thereby able to accomplish much that 
would have been impossible for our fore- 
fathers. When we come to theories, 
as distinct from practice, a difference 
arises. Ultimate causes and essential cha- 
racters are as difficult to comprehend and 
discover as they ever were, and the air is 
thick with conflicting theories on the 
“how” and “why” of things. No one 
knows what electricity is, or what matter 
is. If we really knew, it would not make 
much matter in the employment of their 
practical utilities. When it comes to 
Religion, we move in a different atmosphere. 
Christianity is an historical religion. It 
bases its beliefs on a definite revelation 
made in the pages of a certain Book. The 
Christian Church has grown, advanced, and 
lives by its belief in the Truth of this 
Revelation, and its experience has con- 
firmed the belief. We have been told that 
the methods of criticism have revolutionised 
our ideas of all ancient history, and that 
only by thoroughgoing application of these 
methods can we obtain right ideas of what 
Christian origins rightly mean and involve. 
Every age has its own “idols”: the 


Renaissance believed in beauty and human- 


ism; the nineteenth century was obsessed 
by the omniscience of scientists and the 
omnipotence of scientific methods; and the 
twentieth opened with a conviction that 
the historical school of criticism would give 
us hack a Bible intelligible to the multitude 
and acceptable to the learned. Modern 


methods for modern men—modern views 
in place of antiquated theology modern

” Foundations. one of the most able of 
present-day theologians. 
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life must replace the stagnation of the past! 
Such were the underlying watchwords. 
They were to revolutionise Romanism. 
Romanism Modernism is outcast. 
In the Reformed Church modernism has 
always existed; but to-day modernism 
implies revolution, and it is no longer the 
idol it once was. 


The Failure In another article in the 
of German same journal Dr. Headlam 
Eredition. writes: Schweitzer tells us 

that German criticism has 
failed completely. The study of Paulinism 
has nothing very brilliant to show for itself 
in the way of scientific achievement. Learn- 
ing has been lavishly expended on it, 
but thought and reflection have been to 
sek. He has told us the same of the 
study of the life of Christ. Except in so 
far as he is historical his own methods 
do not convince us, although his criticism 
is obviously true. And the ultimate reason 
why German erudition has failed as it 
always will fail, is that it tries to explain 
the origin of Christianity in the supposition 
that it is either untrue or half true. Its 
obvious failure is one of the most signifi- 
cant facts in historical criticism.” This 
needed saying. Some of us have been at 
one time or another under the influence of 
a pervading school of thought. On some 
the acceptance of a perverse critical outlook 
has left a lifelong mark. Men of power 
have been paralysed by the deadening effect 
of the contagion of a theory that compels 
them to ask always: “Is this part of the 
original deposit, or is it human excres- 
cence?" We know men of promise whose 
life work has been spoiled by the bias of a 
theory, supposed to be discarded, but per- 
sisting in its influence. Graveyards are 
full of theories now forgotten as exploded 
views, but they have a deeper significance 
than the records of failures. They imply 
lives maimed and faith blasted; they 
are the burial places not only of ideas, but 
of souls ruined and thought darkened by 
their hold when they were still alive. 
Erudition may be wrong headed; its found- 
ations may be erroneous, and we who 
prefer the Faith of the Gospel to man- 
made faiths and speculative creeds, take 
courage as we face the future in our confi- 
dence in the truth of the Word written, 


Jesus. 


The Untrath Undoubtedly the results of 
of German criticism have been the 
German New cause of much of the disbelief 
Testament and doubt that in 
Criticism. academic circles. 
are told that —— — 
conclusions are untrue (and there is no 
doubt of the facts), we are bound to empha- 
sise the statement as strongly as possible, 
and it must make us very distrustful of the 
whole of modern German New Testament 
criticism.” We agree. Criticism is not to 
be judged by its ingenuity, but by its truth. 
Admiration for ingenuity often blinds the 
mind to its real worthlessuess. We re- 


- member reading a popular German work by 
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a most distinguished critic, who laboured 
to show that our Lord was not able to 
sympathise with humanity. We wondered 
what proof he would give, and rubbed our 
eyes when we were told that He had no 
sympathy with hypocrites! The state of 
mind that produced this proof is charac- 
teristic of much German writing. De 
original, say what has not been said before, 
and you will make a name, is the com- 
pelling motive of a great deal of modern 
criticism. We are far from saying that 
much cannot be learned from clever men, 
even when arguing on a wrong basis; but 
we unhesitatingly assert that the time has 
come when the tyranny of the schools and 
the romancing of critics must be aban- 
doned by those who desire to know truth and 
follow its guidance. The New Testament 
has been in the crucible—it is proving itself 
to be refined gold. We need not apologise 
for our belief in it—it is its own apology. 
As the real nature of the theories once held 
and now abandoned is discussed, we see 
more clearly that the ascendant schools of 
to-day are marked by the same onesided- 
ness that distinguished their 

and we are neither ostriches hiding our 
heads in the sands, nor bats flying by 
night only, when we say Holy Scripture 
is God-given, and is a unique record of 
the final revelation of God to man. 


An Overlooked Society is one, and yet it 
Danger. is most complex. No depart- 
ment of life is isolated from 

its surroundings. Politics, literature, art, 
science, and religion have all their special 
spheres, but the spheres are occupied by 
men and women who mix with those who 
find their chief interest in other depart- 


| 
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ments. The two strongest streams of 
influence in modern life are religion and 
politics. We feel most deeply on these 
subjects, prejudice as well as conviction is 
greatest, and unfortunately the majority 
do not think much in what lies behind 
their opinions. To-day we live in an age 
of democracy. Votes are all important. 
The margin between the political parties is 
small, and both great parties angle for the 
voter who is not an attached politician. In 
the United Kingdom there is one body of 
voters who may be secured irrespective of 
political consideration. The Roman Catholic 
vote may be obtained for specific Roman 
Catholic as distinct from political purposes. 
One party has an education policy that is 
attractive to Romanists, whereas it is 
unacceptable to the great majority of the 
other party. This other party has an Irish 
policy that wins the support of Roman 
Catholic members, whose views are detested 
by the opposing party. Neither party 
wishes to detach its followers in the 
Roman Catholic camp, and therefore both 
look askance at any public effort to bring 
the evils of Roman Catholic policy and 
pretensions under public notice. These 
facts lie behind the apparent apathy of 


politicians on “Ne Temere.” They are 


relied upon to stifle discussion when special 
honours are paid to Papal envoys. Both 
parties will, however, one day awake to the 
fact that they are trifling with the latent 
but none the less strong forces of 
Protestantism, which are part of the very 
life of the best elements of the majority of 
Englishman. The King is a faithful 
Protestant, so are the mass of his British- 
born loyal subjects. 


The Religion We are frequently reminded 
of England. of the spread of the Church of 

Rome in England. In one 
district near London it is proposed to 
spend £80,000 on machinery to win Pro- 
testants to the Roman Church. In Caldey 
Island the islanders, not seeing any differ- 
eucGe in the doctrine and ritual of the 
Benedictine monks, when they accepted 
the Roman obedience turn with them. 
The Guardian thinks it to be a duty to 
publish en exceptionally able series of 
articles Against joining the Church of 
Rome,” and there is no doubt as to the 
increased notoriety and publicity of the 
proceedings of the Roman Church. It has 


ceased in the eves of the Press to be a 
foreign Church. Many prominent press. 
men evidently consider it “the old 
religion,” and give its priests favoured 
positions to press home their points. There 
is, however, another side to the question, 
and Lord Wolseley with soldierly direct. 
ness said to Sir Arthur Conan Doyle: 
“That question—the religious future of 
England— was definitely and finally settled 
three hundred years ago. There is no 
example in history of a nation going back 
on a decision of that sort.” Lord Wolseley 
is right. There is, however, a danger that 
matters may go very far before there be a 
public uprising against Roman methods 
that are at work in Church and State. I. 
is easier to dam a rivulet than to contain a 
great river that has absorbed the flow of 
many streams. Protestant Kvangelical« 
should make up their minds that Rome, 
although she has changed her methods of 
work, is the same Church, and simply 
adapts her policy for proclaiming what we 
helieve to be her anti-scriptural teaching 
and practices to the spirit of the age. 


“Confessions A little hook with this title 
of Convert. has been widely read and 

discussed. The submission 
of a son of the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who left as his legacy to the world the in. 
complete draft of a letter repudiating Papal 
claims to be the arbiter of Truth, is not an 


everyday occurrence, and Monsignor Benson 


has written to show how inevitable was his 
departure from the Church of England, 
which he would as soon re-enter as the 
Choctaw fold.“ No one can doubt his 
honesty ; he claims to be possessed of the 
Northern temperament, but few readers of 
this highly emotional book, with its transi- 
tions between shiverings and exaltations, 
can consider him to be in any sense typical 
of the men who inhabit the North. He 
has the highly strung nerves of a Southern, 
he dwells in the heights of mystic reverie, 
or in the depressions of the desperate. 
Balance is sadly lacking in his emotional 


composition, and his zeal is always con- 
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intensity. His physical 
stress of soul is 


suming in its 
exhaustion through 


pathetic, and his rapid change from one 
line of thought to another shows that he 
has the femper of an emotionalist, not the 
calm balance of a searcher after truth, who | 
“winna ding and 


sees in history facts that 
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canna be disputed.” He finds what he 
secks, aud has always a ready way of 
getting over difficulties he wishes to over 
come, and only staggering before difficulties 
that are out of keeping with his own ideas. 
We follow him step by step on his march 
Romewards. From the beginning the end 
is inevitable, for although he emphasizes 
his Evangelical training, it is plain that it 
was given him as an antidote to faults of 
temperament that his father wished to see 
corrected, and that Dean Vaughan was 
chosen as his tutor to steady him. But he 
never seems to have been anywhere at 
home in the Church of England. He hates 
Protestantism in any shape or form, and 
bewailed the fact that as a Churchman he 
was in communion with Irish Protestants. 
For him there must be a final teaching 
authority to whom he must submit in every 


respect. 


The Stepping Monsignor Benson displays 
Stones to very naively how, in the 
Rome. Church of England, he found 
the way prepared for his 

march to Rome. Here he was able to 
have the confession and absolution his 
heart desired. In a theological college he 
was permitted to practise purely Roman 
devotions— probably as medicine to aid him 
on his way to a recovery from his Roman 
aspirations. False treatment! No amount 
of sophistry can palliate the permission 
to say his Rosary regularly, to invoke the 
saints, to think that the word “ Trans- 
substantiation "' best expressed the reality 
of our Lord's presence in the sacrament, 
to hold that penance was the normal 
means by which post-baptismal sin was re- 
mitted, and to use the word Mass freely. 
This is only equalled by the teaching of 
a prominent layman, who believed that 
the Pope was the natural outcome of 
ecclesiastical development; that he was 
Vicar of Christ jure ecclesiastico, but not 
jure divino; and, he pointed out to me, 


that, unless I was absolutely certain of 


the latter point, I should be far happier 
in the Church of England and far more 
useful in the work of promoting Christian 
unity. With all this I heartily agreed.” 
In other words, he was then in the position 
that the only barrier in the way between 
him and Rome was the question whether 
the view that the Pope was head of 
Christendom was a natural ecclesiastical 
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right or a right due to the direct command 
of God. For a man of the Monsignor’s 
temperament the difference was small, 
and, indeed, it seems to us that if the 
doctrinal teaching of Rome be accepted, 
then the position of the Pope is a very 
secondary matter as lying between eccles:- 
astical and divine right, for the men who 
hold the former can hardly, from their 
principles, avoid accepting the latter. The 
book is sad reading. Its honesty is un- 
questionable, its grasp of saving Truth is 
not that of St. Paul, and its whole out 
look is governed by the romantic senti- 
mentalism that makes emotion -the guide 
of life, and forgets that revealed Truth 
cannot be changed because men work to 
establish a system in accordance with 
their own conception of what they wish 
it to be. 


Union in Bishop Ingham has pub 
Canada. lished a remarkable little book 
entitled “ Sketches in Western 

Canada.” The book is a reflection of his 
own spirit, and, attractive as it is, many will 
consider that he deserves most gratitude 
for having the courage to print a chapter 
on the present position in Canada. The 
writer is a Canadian-born clergyman who 
reviews the position of the Church of 
England, and attributes its backwardness 
in the Dominion to historical and personal 
reasons. He, however, sees the dawn of a 
brighter day for the Church on the basis of 
co-operation with other Churches. His 
words demand attention. “We are begin- 
ning to realise that the best work of the 
Church can be done by seeking to infuse 
into other bodies these principles which she 
herself holds dear. Working to the very 
best of her ability to enlarge her sphere and 
increase her influence, not in a narrow, 
ecclesiastical sense, but in a broad, brotherly 
way, co-operating with the other Christian 
bodies in every good word and work, and 
seeking not so much to make every one a 
Church member, but to make the whole 
land Christian.“ The ideal is noble and 
ought to be the aim of every Christian man 
and woman, no matter what his Church 
may be. If we are of Christ, then we should 
be more ready to rejoice that men have 
been won to Him than that they have 
joined our Church after becoming His dis/ 
ciples. The sectarian spirit that sees good 
only in what we prefer, instead of recognis-. 
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img true brotherhood with all those who 
hold the Truth in Love, is an obstacle in 
the path of real progress, and we are glad 
that Bishop Ingham permits his anonymous 
friend to emphasise this fact in pages that 
are as honest as they are outspoken, and as 
full of the spirit of the Master as they are 
loyal to His own Church. Loyalty to our 
Church, whatever it may be, does not pre- 
clude loyalty to the Church universal. 


Scottish We are living in the age 
Reunion. of startling and unexampled 
developments. Ten years ago 

reunion in Scotland was a dream cherished 
by a few earnest souls who had their minds 
intent upon the realization of the Divine 
will that those who serve the Master should 
be one in Him. To-day we see the two 
great divisions of Northern Presbyterianism 
engaged in whole-hearted negotiation to 
discover and adopt a basis of union. There 
is no fundamental doctrinal division 
between the two Churches. They both 
have a common history behind them, and 
the broken unity of less than seventy years 
was the result of a combination of circum- 
stances that no longer exist. In the Provi- 
dence of God the great disruption has had 
in many ways a great and beneficial effect 
upon Scotch religious life. No one who 
knows the whole story can deny the 
marvellous influence of the surrender of 
position and prospects by the men who left 
the assembly at the call of conscience. A 
scofing world saw that men could make 
sacrifices for what they believed to be the 
truth, and the whole of Scotland was pro- 
foundly moved. The Established Church 
has benefited too from the disruption. 
Now both Churches, the Established and 
the United Free—created by the union of 
two Churches—see that the time has 
arrived to come together and seek to dis- 
cover the path to union. By so doing they 
will increase their power to witness for 
Christ and to extend His Kingdom. Before 
the subject was discussed at the two 
assemblies fears of a breakdown of the 
negotiations were expressed. Feeling ran 
high, and it is said strong sentiments were 
freely uttered. When on the same day the 
two sovereign bodies met apart, the spirit 
of brotherliness filled the air. Unanimity 
was reached, and those responsible are to 
carry on their work to bridge the gulf and 
to enable both Churches to join hands.

Churches outside their own 
denomination? We think 
that Anglicans would greatly benefit by 
reading a journal connected with Non 
conformity, and Nonconformists would 
profit by the study of an Anglican journal. 
When this is not done, we rejoice when 
we see in magazines read by denominations 
articles by eminent men of other branches 
of the Church, and few recent pronounce. 
ments have delighted us o much as 
the striking pronouncemem by Professor 
Griffith Thomas in the London Quarterly 
Review on Some Factors in the Problem 
of Church Reunion.” We venture to think 
that every Wesleyan who read it felt that 
it contained no sentence that could give 
him pain. Its spirit is catholic and its 
learning is undoubted. He shows very 
clearly that our increased knowledge of 
the first centuries is in agreement with 
the plain inference from the Bible, that 
no form of Church government can be 
considered absolutely essential to the exist- 
ence and extension of the Church of God. 
He proves clearly that the doctrine of the 
Reformation, which insists on a mans rela- 
tion to the Church depending on his relation 
to Christ, is Scriptural, in opposition to the 
Roman view that the relation of the indi. 
vidual to Christ depends on his relation to 
the Church. He asks that Christian origins 
and ecclesiastical terminology would be re- 
studied, and that the historic view of the 
Church of England should be fairly con- 
sidered and not be taken at second hand. 
He rightly maintains that the crux of the 
whole question lies in the view taken of the 
ministry. There can be no reunion based 
on an exclusive sacerdotal ministry. Epis- 
copacy cannot be expected to absorb Presby- 
terianism, or the latter to overwheim the 
former. We do not need to-day schemes of 
reunion so much as the spirit of Unity 
Apostles of reconciliation. Students of the 
Divine mind are required, and we who 
know we are one in Christ are called upon 
to display that oneness by co-operation and 
brotherliness. 
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The Passion The Sword and Trowel con- 
for tains a thoughtful and thought 
Federation. compelling article on this 
question, and asks, “Is this 

passion for federation working good or 
evil? Can it be so guided as to help 
rather than hurt the cause of Christ?” 
We believe that it can, if only men will fix 
their minds on Christ and His revealed 
will. We must never forget that we have 
the mind of God revealed in the Bible, and 
that the Revelation reaches its finality and 
completeness in the Person of the Son of 
God. Federation must then be limited to 
those who are loyal to Truth and true to 
Him. We cannot possibly welcome a 
federation that places the Bible in a sub- 
ordinate position to any human theorizings 
as to what it should teach. We have a 
great many such opinions at the present 
time. The teaching of Rome is not the 
message of the New Testament-—its plan 
of salvation is not that revealed in the 
Scriptures. We cannot federate with those 


who deny the Divinity of Him who died to 


redeem us from sin, who lives to-day at 
the right hand of God. When men are 
federated in Christ and agree in Truth and 
love, federation is a duty and a privilege. 
There cannot be federation when there is 
conflict on fundamentals. After all, Truth 
has its place as well as broadmindedness— 
that modern fetish which serves as an 
apology for all loose thinking and lack of 
principle. It is the easiest thing in the 
world to federate by the abandonment of 
everything distinctive of essential Chris- 
tianity, and to theorise away the Gospel 
message into the emptiness of a fine sound- 
ing phrase. Such federation has no reality 
about it. Truth and error cannot coalesce 
and form a larger wider truth. Nothing 
but the truth makes men really free, and 
the federation of the free in Christ involves 
the acceptance of Christ and His teaching 


as the compelling influence in our life, 
individual and collective. Let us seek His 
Truth, and we shall find in Him the path 
to true and permanent federation. 


Robert Murray Scottish Christianity has 
McCheyne. celebrated the centenary of 
the birth of Murray Mc- 
Cheyne, who died on the eve of the great 
disruption before he reached his thirty- 
third birthday. He occupies the place 
of Henry Martyn in the annals of Presby- 
terian piety, but, like the Cambridge Senior 
Wrangler, he has won for himself a high 
place in the annals of Christian devotion, 
and his name and memory are the in- 
heritance of Evangelical Christendom. His 
missionary zeal was as great as his passion 
for souls, and his enthusiasm for the 
conversion of the Jews was given an 
opportunity to show itself in action during 
his visit to Palestine. He is remembered, 
however, more as a genuinely and un- 
affectedly pious man, who lived to win 
souls for his hire and had one passion, 
Jesus Christ, his Lord and Master. Young 
men should read his life by Dr. Bonar. 
Once read it will never be forgotten, as the 
man lives in its pages, lovable, earnest, 


and e unselfish. Gifted with high intellectual 


powers and possessed of a delightful voice, 
he spoke with the inspiration that comes 
from communion with the Most High. 
Like all truly great servants of God who 
have had the courage to speak the Truth in 
the midst of a generation that preferred the 
easy paths of formalism to the strenuous 
way of duty, he had to bear the reproach of 
the Cross. Nothing mattered to him so 
long as he was privileged to minister to 
souls. We need his zeal. We are called, 
as he was called, to serve our Master; and 
the strength that made him what he was 
may still be sought and found by those who 
seek it as he sought it.

was placed under arrest. 
army officer he would not have been com 
pelled to attend, but the navy is governed 
in Spain by a different code from that 
which prevails in the army. Representa- 
tions were made to the Government, and 
the Prime Minister ordered the release of 
the Colonel, and said that the case must be 
tried in accordance with law. He promised, 
however, that he would introduce a law 
that would release naval officers from this 
obligation. The Government has issued 
a Royal Order granting exemption from 
Roman Catholic instruction in primary 
schools to all children whose parents 
declare that they are not Roman Catholics. 
These steps in the direction of religious 
tolerance are a reminder that Spain is doing 
something to remove the galling restrictions 
that hurt the consciences of Evangelicals, 
but they also show that the legislation of 
the country is founded on a basis that is 
far removed from that religious liberty 
which rests upon the right of every man to 
worship God in accordance with his con- 
science. The day will come when Spain 
will be freed from chains that have pre- 
vented true liberty growing in the land of 
the Inquisition.

China's Plea What does it mean? We 
for Prayer. all asked this question when 

we read the request of the 
Chinese Government to foreign Christians, 
and its precept to native Christians, to pray 
for the Republic in its difficult task of 
determining its character and development. 
We know that non-Christian religious 
leaders in China were also asked to offer 
prayer for guidance, and that the Chinese 
mind is wide awake enough to see the 
advantages that accrue from a sympathetic 
attitude on the part of Evangelical Chris- 
tianity. It is easy to discount the appeal 
and to make cheap comments upon it, but 
in reality it is epoch-marking. It means 
the acknowledgment of Christianity as a 
permitted religion in China, and a complete 
change of national attitude on the part of 
the rulers towards missions. It implies 
the recognition of the fact that in the West 
Christianity is still a great power, and that 
the efforts of rationalists to inoculate the 
Chinese with the idea that the West has 
abandoned faith in God have failed. These 
facts cannot be disputed, and they mean 
much more in China than we in England 
imagine. We thank God for them, and as 
we prayed for China we rejoiced that God 
had put it into the heart of the Provisional 
President to make the request in his native 
land and in foreigu countries. 


Missions in The marvellous opportuni- 
China. ties offered to Christian mis- 
sions aré so unprecedented 

that we can hardly grasp them in their 
fulness. The meetings of the Conference 
of the Continuation Committee in China 
proved that the Chinese missionary organis- 
ations are alive to their privileges. They 


have no narrow jealousies as to the position 


of the Chinese Church. They desire to see 
China evangelised by the Chinese, and are 
preparing the way for the coming of that 


day. The are united in spirit, and are 
ready to co-operate in discovering the best 
way to meet the needs of the nation. The 
Shanghai Conference was a striking mani- 
festation of unity, and Bishop Bashford, of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, generally 
acknowledged to be one of the wisest of 
missionary leaders, says: In its represent- 
ation of Chinese and foreigners, of men and 
women, and of various sections of China, 
in its constructive work, and the friendly 
spirit which prevailed throughout the 
sessions, the Conference impressed me as 
the greatest ever held in China. The 
Foreign Secretary of the American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society wrote: More 
than ever before many are feeling ready to 
exclaim, ‘The kingdom of heaven is at 
hand. The Rev. F. Bay Mes, of the C.M.S. 
(an acute observer), saw surprising limits 


to the mutual understandings of different 


ecclesiastical systems and ideals,” limits 


which, in his opinion, “would not so 


soon be reached among prominent mission 
workers at home. On the other hand, it 
was quite obvious that the presence of the 
surrounding non-Christian people would 
make for fellowship with a force which is 
far less felt at home. All were hopeful in 
the midst of a delightful spirit. 


The China This remarkable Society has 
Inland a total of 1,040 missionaries 
Mission. at work in 224 stations. Its 

record of successful prevail- 
ing prayer is a proof that God honours 
those who honour Him, and the way in 
which its funds are provided shows that 
God watches over its work. The years | 
1911 and 1912 have been years of great 
disturbance in China, and we find that the 
number of baptisms has decreased from 
2,902 and 2,837 in the two preceding years 
to 1,893 and 2,500. This is no cause for 
discouragement; on the contrary, it is 
the occasion for thankfulness, as it proves 
that in spite of disturbance and political 
unrest the growth of the number of 
believers continues. The Report of the 
Society says: “It is possible and even 
probable that the day of the Church's 
obscurity in China is passing away, and it 
may be that this recent order from Pekin 
foreshadows an attempt on the part of the 
new Government to secure the State control 
of the Churches.” 
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Mison in The war has left behind it 
Balkan a legacy of suffering. It has 
Territory. also brought new problems 
for mission workers. Albania 
is to be free, and the harassing influence 
of Tttrkish fanaticism will no longer block 
the way to progress. It is said that Islam 
rests lightly on the people, who are by no 
means staunch in their attachment to its 
creed. The Orthodox Church has little 
hope of winning the inhabitants to its 
fold, and the door is open to Evangelical 
missions. American Christianity has long 
laboured in the Peninsula, and is preparing 
to go forward now that the hour has come 
to occupy the land. We in Great Britain 
sometimes overlook the great work that 
our American brethren are doing in the 
foreign field, and all followers of the 
Master will pray earnestly that God may 
grant His grace and wisdom to those who 
are now planning the extension of His 
kingdom in the Balkan Peninsula. 
Old errors are continually

coming forward as new truths. 
Occultism, the science of what is hidden, 
has always had its followers. In our youth 
we looked with wonder at what was said to 
be the secret scroll of Satan.” As no one 
could make it out, and as it appeared in 
cold type, wonder soon gave way to the 
thought that only foolish and ignorant 
bodies could be deceived by it. Later we 
came in contact with Theosophists—men 
of pure life and aspiratiouns who burdened 
us with their theories of re-incarnation and 
of a religion that unified all religions and 
would bring about a great world union of 
religions in one great synthesis. Still later, 
our friends met us in grief and sorrow, for 
they discovered that some of their co-Theo- 
sophists preferred to stand by a man who 
was proved to live an immoral life and be 
a source of corruption to others. .Their 
healthy moral sense could not believe that 
an apostle of the highest religion could live 
a life that was notoriously and avowedly 
immoral. All honour to the men who 
made sacrifices for their conscience. Some 
of them incurred losses and suffering that 
proclaimed to those who knew them their 
sincerity. Now we have the main body of 
Theosophy allied with this man, and their 
chief public exponent declaring that he has 
a place in their organisation that must be 
preserved. Theosophy, when its magic has 


been exposed as trickery and its morals have 
been shown compatible with friendship and 
alliance with a man of evil life, is claiming 
to have a message to regenerate humanity ' 


We learn that in India 
minda. Theosophy bitterly attacks 
Christianity, and is attached 
to Hinduism. It comes forward as its 
champion against what it calls a merely 
Western religion, and professes to be the 
exponent of the fundamental principles of 
Hinduism. It, however, announces the 
coming of one who will be the Lord of 
Love, and urges preparation for his 
coming by making known the expectation 
of his coming and by inward development 
of a moral and spiritual kind. Miss Ethel 
McNeile, a C.M.S. missionary, in Agra, 
writes on Theosophy in The East and the 
West, and has no difficulty in demons. 
trating that “the acceptance of the Christ 
of Theosophy involves the denial of the 
cardinal doctrines of the Christian Faith 
and a reconstruction so drastic as to be no 
reconstruction at all, but a substitution of 
something violently contradictory. It is 
as much a case for choice now between 
Jesus and Alcyone as it ever was between 
Christ and Diana. The pity of it is that 
the teachers of this new but old heresy in 
India are people of the Anglo-Saxon stock, 
which has done so much to present Christ 
to India. As of old, those of our own 
household are to be found in alliance with 
these destroyers of the Faith. 


A Glimpse at In a private letter a medical 
a Medical missionary writes to us an 
Mission. account of work in Uganda: 

“Last year we had 13,000 
patients at our dispensary, and how grate- 
ful the poor things are for our help in their 
terrible sufferings. One poor woman was 
carried on the back of another for some 
time, and afterwards crawled on hands and 
knees for weeks. She had a fearful leg, 
and the other patients had to hold their 
noses while I dressed it. Now I am glad 
to say she can walk quite well with the aid 
of a stick. God is good to allow such un 
worthy ones to take part in His work. 

Here is the true missionary spirit—a sense 

of privilege conferred by God on the 

unworthy who devote themselves to His 


service. We often say, 
Not more than others we deserve. 
But Thou hast given us more 
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and confine the statement to the posses- 
sions, and the privileges we enjoy in 
possessing the good things of this life. 
We ought, however, to look upon the 
privilege of toilsome service and daily 
work for Him as the greatest of all His 
gifts, for we then follow in the footsteps of 
Him who gave His life for our redemption. 
This is the true glory of all faithful work. 


A False Sense In the “ Periodical Ac 
oa Sm. counts relating to Moravian 
Missions we find narratives 
of intense interest that prove the Unitas 
Fratrum to be still possessed of the apostolic 
zeal that has made their name renowned 
among the Churches. One of the greatest 
difficulties confronting missionaries is either 
the non-existence or the perversion of the 
sense of sin. Among the Buddhists of 
West Himalaya we are told that the average 
Lamaist believes that the lowest hell is 
occupied by a man who, instead of paying 
due respect to the Lamas, and supporting 
them by gifts and alms, allowed himself to 
be fed and clothed by them. This is his 
greatest sin.’ When this conception of sin 
prevails, it is hard to lead people to see that 
sin is guilt before the living God. At home 
and abroad human nature is the same, and 
is ever ready to manufacture sins of deepest 
dye out of offences against a social code 
or unwillingness to do what is considered 
duty towards classes, forgetting that the 
exceeding sinfulness of sin consists in its 
offence against God. Buddhism drives a 
personal God out of its system, and makes 
the most heinous offence unwillingness 
to support its priests. It knows nothing 
better than the representatives of its re- 
ligion, and, in the absence of a personal 
God, conceives negligence of the persons 
of officers is the worst sin. Is not this a 
proof that in the last resort conscience says 
sin is personal in its commission, and is 
against a person ? 


Reunion at A very instructive writer, 
Home and on referring to the well-known 
Abroad. co-operation in foreign mission- 
ary work on the part of the two 

branches of Scotch Presbyterianism, says: 
“ Union which is possible on the banks of 
the Ganges should not be difficult to achieve 
on the banks of the Clyde.” This is per- 
fectly true. When no fundamental prin- 


— 
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ciple separates, union is certain to come, 
and the growth of union in Scotland cannot 
fail to have a far-reaching effect in the 
mission field. We are all apt to look 
beyond our own borders, and to see things 

afar off in better perspective than we 
observe what is at our doors. On the other 
hand, events in the home land have a very 
deep significance for workers in the fight- 
ing line, and the impetus given by a home 
movement is much more readily taken up 
and pressed forward abroad. There is 
action and reaction, and while we rejoice at 
every manifestation of brotherhood in 
distant lands, we ought not to forget that 
we at home have a great responsibility in 
showing the lead. The World's Evangeli- 
cal Alliance (British Organisation) labour: 
to make clear that we are brethren in the 
United Kingdom, and by so doing it renders 
the best service to the Missionary Church. 


Protestant Professor W. P. Patterson 
is inclined to believe that the 
Protestant Church not only 
acted rightly, but with the highest wisdom, 
when in the last century it struck out along 
the one line of ideal and heroic effort open 
to it, and flung itself into the missionary 
crusade to find that in a seemingly irre- 
ligious age the human heart could still 
heartily respond to a departure from the 
commonplace, which was also a summons 
to noble service. The majority of mission- 
ary workers respond by deputy, and it is 
remarkable that the keenest friends of 
foreign service are most devoted labourers 
in the home field. Missionary enterprise 
with them is something more than a mere 
heroic effort by deputy—it is the outcome 
of obedience to the Lord's command and 
the extension of their home work. We 
confess that to-day we are more concerned 
about the base than we are about the field. 
The Church at home has to keep its lamp 
burning, and the solemn words of the 
Moderator of the General Assembly have a 
bearing on all work. He bewailed the fact 
that modern preaching showed a lowering 
of spiritual temperature and a weakening 
of the note of urgency. If this be the case 
as we believe it is—foreign missions will 
not continue to receive the support they 
obtain in our Churches. Our great home 
duty is to win souls and build them up in 
faith and service. 
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and The Unitarians have never 
“Liberal been «a missionary body. 
Thought.” Some of their number con- 
sider this a reproach, but they 

make no effort to remedy the short-coming. 
The fact is they have no real living message 
to the heathen. Now we find in some 
circles associated with vast thinking a 
desire to spread their light among the 
missionaries in the field. It is unfortu- 
nately the case that in some countries a 
“ gospel" which is not the gospel is held 
by workers, and this has caused deep pain 
and sorrow to earnest Evangelicals. We 
are informed that missionary work can 
only be saved by getting the missionaries 
to accept the conclusions and results of 
Modern Thought. No one really knows 
what this means. We know what the 
Gospel is and has done, and are convinced 
that the message of the New Testament 
alone can press forward the work that has 
to be done until the kingdoms of this world 
become the kingdoms of God and of His

The trade is being 
suppressed as far as it can be by the 
Central Government, whose arm, however, 
is not always strong and long enough to 
crush abuses. British Christianity has 
been united in its hostility to the traffic. 
The missionaries have made their views 
felt in Government quarters, and we may 
now look forward to the complete suppres. 
sion of native cultivation and the cessation 
of the importation of opium. China will 
fill a much larger place in world history 
than she has filled, and our duty is “to 


give the Gospel to the people who have 
surrendered opium vices. 


Death at the In Sianfu, the ancient capital 
Post of Duty. of China, two years ago a 

massacre of 20,000 people 
caused the wells of the city to be filled with 
corpses. Two Baptist missionaries were 
stationed there and fought an epidemic of 
typhoid. Drs. Robertson and Jenkins had

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Albania and “the Man Macedonia.” 


“AND a vision to Paul in the 
night: There stood a man of Macedonia, and 

prayed him, saying, Come over into Mace. 
vies and after he had seen the 
vision, immediately we endeavoured to go 
into Macedonia, assufedly gathering that the 
Lord had called us for to preach the Gospel 
unto them (Acts xvi. 9, 10). 

Therefore in Romans xv. 19 Paul tells us 
that, “ Through mighty signs and wonders, 
by the power of the Spirit of God: so that 
from Jerusalem and round about into II. 
lyricum I have fully preached the Gospel of 
Christ.” 

Illyricum is what at present constitutes the 
north and west parts of Albania; so we are 
plainly given to understand that the whole 
region inhabited by the Albanian race was 
evangelised by the great Apostle. 

The Albanians at that time were the 
dominant people throughout the Balkan 
Peninsula. They were the descendants of 
the ancient Pelasgians, the first people to 
come over into Europe from Asia. These 
Pelasgians divided into tribes and _ clans, 
settling in various parts of the territory as did 
Lot and Abraham in the east. One section 
united and formed the Macedonian kingdom, 
which under Philip and his son Alexander 
the Great became a world empire. Another 
under Pyrrhus formed a kingdom called 
Epirus, which defeated the Greeks and 
menaced Rome. A third section, inhabiting 
the north-west territory, formed the kingdom 
of Illyricum. All three of these kingdoms 
in time became absorbed in the great Roman 
Empire, but they still retained their language 
and national customs, surviving as they 
have since the successive invasions of Goths 
and Serbs, Byzantine and Norman, Bulgarian 
and Turk. 

Had we the space it would be interesting 
to trace the part this Man of Macedonia has 
played in human history and destiny. For 
example, had not he called to the Apostle 
Faul. Come over into Macedonia and help 
us, perhaps that Apostle would have sown 
the Gospel in Asia instead, and to-day 
missionaries would be coming from the east 
to teach us heathen the wonders of the 
Gospel of our Lord. Again, when the resist- 
less armies of Murad II. and Mohammed II., 
the greatest of Turkish sultans, were sweep- 
ing like tidal waves over Europe, it was 
these Albanians, under their national hero, 
. Skenderbeg, who met the shock aud for 
twenty-five years hurled those armies, from 
60,000 to 200,000 strong, back again and again, 
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till, exhausted, decimated, starving. but not 
conquered, they became a part of the Turkish 
— while the nations beyond remained 
Tee. 

Now again that Man of Macedonia has 
been saying. Come over and help us He 
appeared six years ago at the rooms of the 
American Board in Boston in the person of 
an Albanian Mohammedan bey (or chief). 
He asked to see the head of the mission, and 
when introduced to Dr. Barton. said; I have 
come to ask you to open a mission among 
Tr the Albanians.” Dr. Barton re. 
pl ‘If we open a mission it will be a 
Christian mission, where Christ is preached 
and taught.” “Oh, I quite understand,” 
replied the man; “and that is just what we 
need and want.” 

That call was recognised as a call of God 
and answered, For five years two missionary 
families have been in Albania preparing the 
ground, planting the seed, watering it at 
times with tears, consecrating it with the 
death of our first-born. Now the harvest 
faces us, ripe, rich, and golden beyond our 
largest hopes. For we found not, as we 
feared, a people spiritually and morally 
diseased and depraved, with the vital spiritual 
forces sapped from the nation’s life as a 
result of centuries of Turkish tyranny, in 
tolerant, overbearing, omnipresent, forcing 
the Moslem faith upon the people; or, on 
the other hand, bought out by the various 
political propaganda imposed on them from 
all sides—Greece on the south, Italy on the 
west, Austria on the north, Servia and Bulgaria 
on the east; propagandas offering the people 
schools for their children free, churches free, 
gratuities of various sorts if only they would 
deny their race and language and call them- 
selves by one of these. 

So far from finding such, we found a 
people with whom patriotism has been a 
religion, a people believing that race and 
language and “ motherland (as they term it) 
are of God and will be protected by Him. 
When we came among them telling them of 
our Protestant faith, with its freedom of 
conscience, its Golden Rule, its Prince and 
Saviour, with His humble, sweet, suffering 
= and triumphant resurrection, they said to 

That is for us, and to-day it is more to 
— than ſood and drink. 

Starving as the people are, their leaders 
say to me, Never mind, we are accustomed 
to living on a crust; we will survive somehow. 
But your schools, your moral and spiritual 
leadership, the Truth which has made England 
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and the Anglo-Saxon race the highest types 
among the world’s nations, that is what we 

want and must have. The religions which 
have been an offence to us, Mohammedanism, 
Orthodox, Catholic, we are cutting off as 
diseased limbs from our nation's life, and we 
ek new life from you.” This is what they 
are saying to me. pass the message on to 
you of England. It constitutes another 

white maus burden, but a glorious one; 80 
different from the dull dead weight of the 
East, “half devil and half child.” It is a 
burden with wings, which, if taken up in the 
Master's spirit. will lift both them and us. 

Our ability to will test the measure 
of our loyalty to Him who calls us to this 
harvest field. 

For the ordinary permanent task before us 
of bringing in these, His “other sheep,” we 
we must have Christian schools for their boys 
and girls, and consecrated Christian young 


men and women to take charge. We most 
have a modern hospital for the sick, to do the 
ministry among them of the Great Physician. 
For the extraordinary and present need 
we should have at least half-a-dozen young 
men of apostolic faith and character, the very 
pick of our universities and seminaries, to 
place in as many strategic centres there, to

and live Jesus Christ among these people.
